IL men say that the Standard's McKcan No. 1 f«st near 
Buckner is a producer, and the oil industry is giving at- 


tention to this important discovery well from a sand 7,204 
feet deep. 


This reminds us of some pertinent highway informa- 


tion. The McKcan test is only a few yards from Highway 
No. 82, the Tcxnrkann-EI Dorado road. That road is being 
black-topped by the State Highway Department, while 
Hope's No. 29, the Shreveport road which intersects No. 82 
at Lewisville, remains untouched through the years. 


If Buckner gets a real oil field, with the resultant in- 


crease in activity for the larger towns in the general area, 
Hope isn't going to feel good toward the political powers 
who have built roads for Texarkana while leaving Hope 
severely alone. 


We have been doing a lot of talking about No. 29—but 


the discovery of this Buckner oil field is going to bring 
action. 


The Slur Isn't interested in stir- 


ring up trouble for Texnrkana and 
El Dorado, which depend on No. 
82 for their connecting link—but 
both cities have a network of 
paved roads, while Hope and its 
entire territory have but one, No. 
67. 


If the State Highway Commis- 


sion can't figure out a way to im- 
prove No. 29 then it ought to cut 
<!:'wn on No. 82 until it can do so. 


Both 
El Dorado and Texar- 


kana may say in opposition to No. 
23 that it "will take trade out of 
the stale" to Shreveport. 


Texarkima in in no position to 


talk about thai, being a Texas 
city—and 
furthermore, if state 


lines were to dictate all highway 
construction we would have no 
through roads at all. 


The fact of the matter is No. 29 


is nn important highway in its 
own right, with traffic that is ad- 
mittedly too great to be handled 
on a gravel surface. 


Hope doesn't expect to get the 


53 miles from here to the Louisiana 
line paved overnight—but we can 
do two things: 


1. Work with Shreveport to get 


No. 29 declared H federal high- 
way. 


2. Line up nil the other towns 


along No. 29 and No. 67 and put 
on the "pressure."

Troubled and unhappy, man has al- 


ways turned to religion, and during 
the past few years he has turend to it 
more eagerly than he has for a long 
time. 
. &H .long-established..churches have 
shown striking" increases in member- 
ship in late years from people seeking 
contentment and happiness in reli- 
gion. America's churches gained 837,- 
404 members in 1936, the Christian 
Herald reports, the Roman Catholic 
faith increasing by 221,837, the Baptist 
by 140,308, Reformed by 81,985, Luther- 
an, 43,906, Methodist 41,798, and nearly 
all 'other denominations in proportion. 


Such an increase shows definitely 


the tendency of the people to turn in 
a trouble dtime to ancient faiths and 
ancient sources of contentment and 
happiness. 


But more striking perhaps has been 


the eager turning of many to forms 
of religion that differ widely from 
those of the past. The rise of a pheno- 
menon like the Oxford Movement is 
typical of such trends, which extend 
far down into combinations of what 
is generally thought of as religion 
with various forms of mysticism and 
occult philisophy. 


Religious authorities have not hes- 


itated to call the Oxford Movement 
or First Century Christian Fellow- 
ship, "the greatest religious movement 
since Wesley." The 
founder, Rev, 


Frank Nathan Daniel Buchman, was 
a Pennsylvania clergyman, who car- 
ried his movement to Oxford in 1920. 


The Time Was Ripe 


There war-ravaged 
British youth 


was waiting for him, and the move- 
ment took on. In the United States 
it obtained quite a foothold in several 
eastern colleges. And when the de- 
pression hit the United States, the 
lime was ripe for a movement that 
already had large followings in Brit- 
ain, South Africa, Norway and Den- 
mark. 


Nobody knows how many thousands- 


are devotees of the Buchman princ- 
iples, but five and ten thousand have 
shown up for his "house parties." 
These are a sort of evangelical camp- 
meeting in high hats, for Buchmanism 
s-ecms to appeal to an extraordinary 
proportion of people in comfortable 
circumstances.

Organtic Infections

Your skin is living tissue—not just 


an envelope on the outside of your 
body. The skin has. indecld, been 
called the irrow of the body because 


many of the conditions which affect 
the human being as n whole have 
symptoms related to the skin as one 
of the signs that there is something 
wrong. 


In the skin are the nerve endings 


xvhich make us uware of the sensations 
of cold or of warmth and which let, 
its know when something from out- 
side is touching I ho body. 


The skin of a grown-up person 


weighs about six pounds. 
If spread 


out flat on the ground, it would cover 
an area of about 16 to 20 square feet. 


The blood vessels in the lowest lay- 


ers of the' skin run in waves or lit- 
tle hills. 
These arc responsible for 


the ridges on the palms of the hands 
:ir the tips of the fingers. 
No two

est of that anywhere in the body.

tions.

No lesson could strike more vitally 


into Die Immediate and most acute 
uroblerrwi facing large numbers Chrisl- 
uns In the world today than this lesson 
:>nsed upon the letter of Paul to Tituo, 
Paul tells Titus to put his people in 
mind to lx> subjection to rulers, to 
lulhorltles, to be obedient, and to be I 
ready unto every good work. 
I 


Suppose there is a conflict between 
his subjection and obedience and the ' 
readiness unto every good work. In 
icrmnny today lenders of the church 
ire in conflict with the government 
jecau.se they believe Hint Hitler is 
demanding whnt the slate has no 
right to nsk. In Italy there is no lib- 
erty of the individual against Die 
lictnte.s of Mussolini, but can one say 
that the will of Mussolini is the will 
of God? Men are being put to death in 
' s s i n because they are unwilling to 
submit to the dictates of Stalin. 


Stalin, Hitler and Mussolini are "ru- 
crs". They represent authority and 
.hey demand obedience. Does what 
Paul is asserting here demand that 
Christians must, ns a matter of right, 
give obedience to such rulers, or is 
here a higher law of right affecting 
man's relation to rulers and state? 
Fortunately the New Testament it- 


self answers these questions, and re- 
ninds us that Paul's injunctions to 
obey rulers is (o be taken subject to 
considerations of conscience and rea- 
son. Thcr care times when these early 
Lhristians said "We ought to obey 
God rather than men.'" when they 
chose to defy the law or the decree of 
he state, accepting imprisonment or 
;>crsecution rather than going against 
their consciences. 


There ought to be no mistake about 


this. Everyone who teaches this les- 
son in a Christian crurch ought to 
ivoid very clearly the attitude that 
las too often been taken of approving 
jf rule and authority, regardless of its 
justice and right. 


Nor are these matters settled simply 


by reference to dictatorships in Eu- 
rope. There are times when even the 
government of a democracy may de- 
mand of the individual what he cannot 
conscientiously do. 
The 
individual 


ought not to hastily set his judbcmcnt 
against the judgment of society. 


Cardinnl Newman look the view 


that "private judgment, where it is 
not a duty, is a sin." That was an ex- 
treme view, but there is some truth 
in it. The individual man must not be 
a .slavish yes-man. But when he stands 
upon his independency and upon his 
rights of conscience, he ought to be 
very sure that he is standing on solid 
ground, that he is, in fact, reasonable 
.iiul conscientious and not just a crank 
or cantankerous person. 


The balance of the lesson offers no 


difficulty, or need of qualification. 


To speak evil of no man should not 


mean that we are not to denounce 
tlie evil courses of men where they 
are evil, and where good is to come 
through the denunciation. Bui even lo 
ward sin and sinners we ought lo 
show the attitude of graciousncss and 
love.. We cannot go too far in avoiding 
conscientiousness and in cultivating 
gentleness. 


When Christ comes into a man's life 


old things pass away, and all things 
become new. His outlook is one of 
love toward his fellow man and his 
purpose is to be righteous in all his
